felf to the meer Argument of civil Intereft, 
and Advantages of Commerce, and to no 

- ether. 

1, France cannot be fuppofed to offer New 
Englan’ '. \dvantages of the Timber- 
Trade, or, defor Naval Stores, with the 
Offer of a Bounty for their Importation, at 
teaft not cil you fuppofe them to have loft 
all their political Underftanding, becaule 
they have Collonies of their own in the Bay 
S:. Lawrence, andall the Way up the migh- 
ty River of Canada, full of the fame thing, 
and which merit the fame Encouragement 5 
and-who,*if they had it, would fvon be too 
ftrong for their Neighbour:, a Thought by 
the Way, which well conitder’d, would 
quicken our Hands in raifing the Collonies 
of N. England, Oc. to a Pofture that might 
fecure them againft the Danger of falling 
at one Time or other into their Hands; 
a thing not fo impofhble, as fome may ima- 
gine, efpedally while France fhall take pro- 
per Means @o encreafe, firengthen, and en- 
large their Collonies, and we continue to 
ufe the like Diligence to difcourage, weaken 
and abandon ours. 

2. Would France do their Part toaffift N 

England by taking their Timber, &c. and 
give them fuitable Bounties to make the 
_ Exportation. praéticable as before; yet 
France, whofe Trade is fmall at Sea, and 
the’r Shipping few and mean, compar’d to 
Britain, could not have that Demand,for the 
Goods,could not take off the Quantity, and 
confequently would not anfwer the End. 

- 3, Under thisLeague with France or Hol 
hand, either the Encreafe of Pepole, which 
would be the Strength of New England,muft 
be French or Dutch,and either mightin Time 
be dangerous tO themfelves, which in the 
Cafe of Brisain could not be. 

4. France has no Jflands to take off theie 
Provifiuns, what is Martinies, and a Pisce 
of St. Cbriffopbers, or their little Settle- 


ments in the Gulph of Florida, and the 
Iles of Hijpaniols or Cuba, they would’ be 
nothing towards a Confumption of the 
Growth of our Collonies on the Continent, 
and confequently under any of thefe Pro- 
te€tors they would be undone, 

Ithink, it is needles to enter into the 
Cafe, as to Spain and Portugal, and if thefe 
already named are coniider’d, the thing will 
foon be granted, that they cannot fubfift or 
be affifted in an Iadepencency on England; 
or a Subjeftion to any other Power; and 
if fo, then my Argument is good, that the 
adding to the Power, Trade, Riches, and 
NNamters of People in our Colonies, is the 
beft, if not the only Way effectually to fe. 
cure them to us, and make them for ever 
our own. : 

There is but one Scruple, and that E 
mention’d in my laft, viz. That our Iflands 
can no more fubfif& without our Collonies, 
than our Coflonies can fubfift without the 
Iflands. ‘ 

’Tis true, the Iflands, we poffefs in 
Weftern Ocean, do depend ca our Cae 
nies on the Continent for Provifions; but 
then two thingsanfwer their End. 

Firft, We cannot fuppofe, all the Collo- 
nies on the Continent fhould league toge- 
ther in the Independency we are talking of; 
—And particularly Cerolina and Virginia 
would never be in a Condition to do ir 
and the Supplies to the Iflands from thofe 
Parts would feon encreafe to a Sufficiency 
for their Supply. 

But, Secondly, If they were all ‘confederae 
ted in their breaking off from their Britifh 
Mafters, yet Jreland isa ready, a Compleat 
and a more than fufficient Supply ; and if it 
were needful, Icouldenter into a Calcula- 
lation of fome Proportions, which perhaps 
might prove, they might be fupply’d very 
near as low, one thing confider’d with an- 
other, as from the Continent ot America 3 
atch: hope, ee is clear enough 
without it, an O not ca 
with Calculations.
